Following  is  additional  information,  certification  numbers,  additional  pedigrees,  and  additional  sales  since  publication  of  the  book.

Robert  Scot:  Engraver  of  the  1802  Half  Dime 

Robert  Scot  was  Chief  Engraver  of  the  United  States  Mint  from  his  commission  on  November  23, 1793,  until  his  death  on  November  3, 1823.  Scot  engraved  the  obverse  and 
reverse  dies  for  the  1802  half  dime. 

Born  in  Canongate,  Scotland  on  October  2, 1745,  Robert  Scot  was  trained  as  a  watchmaker  and  engraver.  Scot  arrived  in  the  colony  of  Virginia  by  1775,  where  he  engraved 
Virginia  currency.  He  engraved  the  "Virginia  Happy  While  United"  Indian  Peace  Medals  for  Virginia  Governor  Thomas  Jefferson  in  1780.  Moving  to  Philadelphia  in  1781,  Scot 
engraved  important  commissions  for  American  officers  during  the  Revolution,  including  a  magnificent  illustration  of  the  Siege  of  Yorktown,  dedicated  to  General  George 
Washington,  and  a  1784  map  of  the  United  States,  based  on  the  1783  Treaty  of  Paris.  Scot  was  the  primary  engraver  for  Thomas  Dobson's  Encyclopaedia  until  he  became 
Engraver  of  the  Mint.  He  also  engraved  federal  revenue  stamps  for  the  Treasury  Department  in  1798  and  1800,  used  to  help  finance  the  undeclared  Quasi  and  First  Barbary 
Wars. 

The  Draped  Bust  design  was  engraved  by  Robert  Scot  for  all  silver  denominations  starting  with  the  dollar  in  1795.  Scot  described  the  coin  engraving  process  in  his  report  to 
Congress  in  December  of  1794.  He  would  first  engrave  an  incuse  "Original  Die"  with  the  central  design  of  Liberty  or  the  Eagle,  which  was  hardened  and  then  transferred 
with  the  large  screw  press  to  an  annealed  (softened)  hub  blank  in  raised  relief.  The  hub  was  hardened  and  used  to  sink  the  design  impression  into  a  number  of  working 
dies.  Hand  punching  letters,  numerals,  and  stars,  along  with  the  engraving  of  dentils  and  a  few  other  details,  would  finish  the  working  dies  to  be  ready  for  striking  coins.  The 
steel  die  and  hub  blanks  were  forged,  turned,  filed,  and  heat  treated  by  Assistant  Coiner  Adam  Eckfeldt,  who  reported  to  Chief  Coiner  Henry  Voigt. 

Robert  Scot  engraved  the  obverse  original  die  design  for  the  Draped  Bust  half  dime  in  1796.  The  initial  reverse  for  the  Draped  Bust  design  was  the  Small  Eagle,  used  in 
1796  and  1797.  In  1800,  Scot  engraved  the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  design  for  the  half  dime,  continuing  the  usage  of  this  design  for  all  silver  and  gold  denominations.  The 
Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  design  was  a  modification  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States. 

Using  the  hubs  created  for  the  Draped  Bust  obverse  and  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  half  dime,  Robert  Scot  finished  working  dies  for  the  1802  LM-1  half  dime.  A  single  1802 
Draped  Bust  obverse  working  die  was  created,  Obverse  1.  The  Reverse  C  working  die  was  carried  over  for  the  third  usage  on  the  1802  LM-1  die  marriage,  after  1801  LM-1 
and  1801  LM-2.

Number  Known  -  Prior  Listings 

The  number  of  surviving  examples  of  the  1802  half  dime  was  first  mentioned  in  the  Strobridge  sale  of  December  15, 1863.  He  described  the  coin  as  "The  finest  of  three  known." 

In  the  Mason's  Coin  Collector's  Herald  for  September,  1879,  Vol.  1,  No.  1,  Mason  mentioned  the  discovery  of  another  example.  He  then  listed  ten  known  with  current  owners 
Betts,  Clemens,  Davis,  Haines,  Jackman,  Maris,  Nichols,  Parmelee,  Robinson  and  Whitmore. 

In  the  Chapman  sale  of  November  19, 1880,  it  was  stated,  "There  are  but  twelve  specimens  known..." 

The  first  significant  attempt  to  list  surviving  pieces  was  published  by  Harold.  P.  Newlin  in  his  1883  pamphlet,  A  Classification  of  Early  Half-Dimes  of  the  United  States.  Newlin 
listed  16  pieces.  Newlin  identified  three  coins  currently  owned  by  Loren  G.  Parmelee  (8,  9, 13).  Davis  (1989)  mentions  several  that  had  sold  at  auction  but  were  not  listed. 

Currently  (10/2017)  there  are  no  Amato  equivalents  for  Newlin  numbers  1,  4,  5,  8, 10, 14, 15  or  16. 

Walter  Breen  described  the  eight  finest  known  pieces  for  the  New  Netherlands  61st  sale  of  June  30, 1970. 

David  J.  Davis  contributed  a  chapter  to  the  Logan  and  McCloskey  book,  Federal  Half  Dimes  1792-1837,  published  in  1998.  He  republished  the  Newlin  and  Breen  listings  and 
auction  descriptions  for  167  auction  and  fixed  price  catalogs.  Davis  also  produced  a  list  (L/M  page  38)  with  his  fourteen  worst  examples  of  the  1802  half  dime. 

Clint  Cummins  compiled  1802  Half  Dime  Provenance  -  The  Top  9  or  10  Known  Examples  published  on  a  website:  http.//web.stanford.edu/%7Eclint/q/1802halfdime_ 
provenance.xls. 

Amato  (2017)  listed  32  examples  of  the  1802  half  dime.  He  did  not  cross  reference  Newlin,  Breen  or  Cummins  numbers. 

Amato  numbers  104, 107, 110, 113, 117, 118, 120, 123, 124, 126,  and  127  have  pedigrees  that  go  back  no  farther  than  1999.  Many  of  these  were  probably  sold  previously  but  those 
links  have  not  been  matched. 

In  his  Addenda  to  Amato,  Smith  (2017)  identified  three  duplicates  and  suggested  seven  additional  entries  to  bring  the  total  known  to  36.  By  this  time  the  number  of  prior  sales 
had  increased  to  200.

Newlin-12  included  this  description: 

"About  two  years  ago,  Mason  &  Co.  purchased  a  very  fine  specimen  from  a  stationer,  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  for  $75.  Now  the  property  of  R.  C.  Davis  of  this  city.  Never  offered  for 
public  competition." 

The  transaction  was  described  in  Mason's  Coin  Collectors  Herald  for  September  1879,  Vol  1,  No.  2. 

The  R.  C.  Davis  coin  was  sold  at  auction  by  New  York  Coin  &  Stamp  Co.  on  June  25, 1890.  Lot  2109  obverse  was  plated.  The  plate  shows  a  ding  across  the  bust  that  matches 
Amato-102.

37  of  Logan  /McClosky.

On  the  last  page  was  an  "Invitation  for  Reader  Response."  The  book  was  released  in  May  of  2017  and  Amato  died  in  August  before  any  reaction  could  be  published. 

This  author  (PS)  will  also  encourage  responses  to  the  book  and  to  the  Addenda.  Improvements  may  be  included  in  subsequent  releases  of  the  Addenda.
